Spottiswoode (1787-1866), who, with his brother, Robert, suc- 
ceeded their uncle, Andrew Strahan, in the firm of printers, 
Hyre & Strahan; the name being then changed to Eyre & 
Spottiswoode, under which title it flourishes to-day. 

A portrait of Andrew Spottiswoode by Thomas Phillips, 
R.A., is illustrated in “'The Story of a Printing House ” issued 
in 1912, and though he is there represented as a Man some 
years older than the subject of the present picture, there are 
great simflarities of feature and bearing. Andrew Spottiswoode 
went into Parliament as member for Saltash from 1826-30 and 
for Colchester from 1830-31. 

It may be noted that a cadet of the house of Spottiswoode, 
Alexander Spottiswood, 1676-1740, was appointed Lieutenant 
Governor of Virginia in 1710, and his name is to this day 
kept alive by the district in the United States known as 
Spotsylvania.
